(1) " Leiman selects the devices that are suitalbe for earring out the requested print job from the plurality of available devices in the 
network. Leiman event disables or blocks the unsuitalbe devices, excluding these unsuitable devices from the list of selected devices". 

(2) " the Leiman-Motamed system worul be a system that teaches to always make sure that a job is printed on a printer which is perfectly 
suitable for the job on hand". 

2. Examiner respectfully disagree^ with Applicant's remarks: 

As to the point (1), Motamed teaches A first step in this process is to identity all available printers from which a user may select 
printer clusters or groups from ( col 2, In 47-50), within the cluters of printer[ selected printers a user may set for automatic rerouting of a 
print job to another printer[ the another printer within the printer clusters] if the first selected printer [ the first printer within the cluster 
printers unable to perform a print job (col 3, In 35-39), the printer job will be split depents on several factors. One factor is the avaibability 
of printers. Typically there are both color printers and black-and-white printers with a printer group. Where the entire printer job lacks 
pages with color, the printer job will be sent to black-and-whiter printer only (col 4, In 19-24).

Where the entire printer job lacks pages 
with color, the printer job will be sent to black-and-whiter printer only ) col 4, In 19-24), selecting a plurality of printers from the second 
printer list to create a third printer list... determining to which of the printers in the third list the print job is to be transmitted (col 5, In 31-33 
to col 6, In 1-5). Motamed teaches selecting the group of availabe printers, and then seleting the suitable printer within the group of printer 
for performing the job. 
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
